FREE.STATE POST OFFICE 
EXPERIMENT,

HOW THE SYSTEM IS 
WORKED IN FRANCE.

From Our Own CoRResPoNDENT. 
PARIS, Friday. 
The cash-on-delivery parcel post just in- 
augurated in the Irish Free State is a trading 
system that has been in existence in France 
for many years, and has worked satisfactorily 
as far as it has been applied. Obviously, it 
is a method of shopping which will. always 
have its limitations, but it is an undoubted 
boon to people living in isolated districts, and 
the territory offere by Ireland for its ex- 
loitation is even more promising than 
rance. 

Here is how the system operates in France. 
The parcel to be sent throu sá thapa sh 

iv against ment is en a 
tas Iar sn the counter with a 
declaration form on which is entered the name 
and address of the sender and the receiver and 


| clerk affixes to the parce] a pink 
label which tells the postman he must not part 
with the parcel until he has been paid for it. 

On the back of the declaration form 1s 

rinted the outline of an account and an in- 
imation that delivery of the parcel has been 
effected. This account, when the s have 
been safely delivered, is return to the 
sender by the Post Office, with a money order 
for the trade charge, less minor expenses, 
which comprise the usual money order fee and 

‘remuneration to the postmaster and the 
postman,” amounting to 5 centimes per 20 francs 
value, or part of arda with a maximum 
limit of 35 centimes—or about three-fiíths of 
a penny at present rate of exchange. These 
insignificant charges and the cost of ordinary 
parcel postage constitute the only outlay en- 
tailed by the French shopping-by-post system. 
No minimum or maximum is fixed by the 
authorities on the value of articles sent, 

For firms which make an extensive use of 
the system a simplification of the routine can 
be effected by their opening with the Post 
‘Office a current account of ‘* postal cheques," 
which is a means of making remittances 
throngh the Post Office. Trade charges due 
to such firms will be remitted direct into their 
account if desired, 

The success of the scheme is obviously de- 
pendent to a large extent on the facilities 
offered to the public to obtain what they 
require through the post without having te 
choose the articles personally. There are firms 
in France which do a regular and extensive 
trade by post by advertising their goods in 
the Press or by circular post, with an offer to 
send ‘against reimbursement” (contre 
remboursement). Firms, too, which lack 
facilities for delivering their goods in suburban 
districts take advantage of the system and find 
that the Post Office charges are less onerous 
than would be the mac delivery vans. 

7,000, PARCELS. 

The 7,000,000 cash-on-delivery parcels dealt 
with in France during 1921 makes an im- 
pressive total, and is a monument to the 
utility of the system. At the same time, 
there are many large Paris firms which never 
use it. These s rely on an over-the-counter 
trade, and have fleets of delivery vans which 
cruise within a radius of twenty’ miles of the 
capita] ; for them the system has little attrac- 
tion. France, too, is a country besprinkled 
with large towns, every one of which has one 
or more department stores to which the out- 
lying population flocks periodically ‘to re- 
plenish its wardrobe or re-stock its home. 

If the large stores of the principal Irish 
cities seize on the benefits offe by the 
posta] authorities and launch into an adver- 
tising Compaign that will tell the population 
of the outlying districts that they can enjoy 
all the benefits of the city shopper without in- 
curring the cost or snffering the incon. 
venience of a railway journey, the new 
shopping-by-post system should find the soil 
of the Green Isle uncommonly fertile, But 
the public must be informed. Firms must be 
far “seeing enough to expend a portion of their 
prospective profits in advertising to coax the 
“hesig into a realisation of the fact that the 

ost Office is opening up for them a new éra 
of shopping. |

A MAN’S UNGOVERNABLE 


TEMPER. 


The inquest was held yesterday evening at 
Fareham, Hampshire, on the four victims of 
the tragedy at the “Old Vine” Inn, near 
Fareham—namely, Arthur Richard. Gamblin 
(57), the licensee; Sarah Jane Gamblin (56), 
his wife; William Richard Gamblin (21), son, 
married; and a daughter, Sarah Jane, aged 
22. All four were found shot dead on Thurs- 
day, a double-barrelled sporting rifle lying 
near the body of the father. 

The verdict wap that the licensee, Arthur 
Richard Gamblin, murdered his wife, then his 
son, and then his danghter by shooting 
them with a double-barrelled sporting gun, 
and that he then committed suicide by shoot- 
ing himself during temporary insanity, caused 
by an ungovernable temper. 

Waiter Henry Gamblin, a son, stated that 
on Thursday morning he had breakfast with 
his father and his brother Albert, and that he 
afterwards went to work. At that time no- 
thing out of the ordinary had taken place. 
Shortly afterwards his tether appeared to be 
upset, and told him to go and dig up “those 
currant trees,” and then killed himself, The 
witness believed that the daughter was shot 
while she was asleep in bed. The mother 
epperent'y run downstairs and was shot in 
the passage. 

Coroner said the evidence indicated 
that the father was of ungovernable temper 
and had lost control of himself completely. 

Representatives of the brewers stated that 
Gamblin had discharged all his obligations and 
wes always prompt in his payments. Their 
relations with him had always been cordial.

Recognition of Russia. 


The British people will. learn of the 
recognition of Soviet Russia by Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald's Government with 
mixed feelings. The great betrayal of 
1917 is still fresh in the memories of 
millions who made heavy sacrifices in the 
war; and the record of the Bolshevist 
Government during the past seven years 
has been stained with the foulest crimes 
that modern history has known. In the 
worst excesses of the. French Revolution 
there is no parallel for the hideous 
murder of the Tsar and his family, the 
torture of - hundreds of thousands of 
innocent people whose only crime was the 
accident of their birth, the cynical cam- 
paign of persecution against the Churches. 
All these and many other deeds of 
infamy must be forgotten before. the 
British people can welcome the Russians 
back into their confidence. On the other 
hand, there is no further doubt that the 
Soviet Government is the only rulihg 
authority in Russia. Successive attempts 
to dislodge it have failed, and, after all, 
politics are governed by expediency. The 
idea of a permanent boycott of a nation 
of Russia’s size and importance was pre- 
posterous. Sooner or later recognition 
would have become inevitable, and Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald and his colleagues, 
being realists, probably took the view that 
no useful purpose was likely to be served 
by a prolongation of the extremely un- 
satisfactory condition of affairs which has 
prevailed since 1917, 

The news of Britain’s decision was con- 
veyed to the Russian Government yester- 
day by Mr. Hodgson, British Agent in 
Moscow. The Noto in which it was 
announced may help to allay the fears 
of millions of people who believed that the 
recognition of Soviet Russia by a Socialist 
Government. would involve. the condona- 
tion of all its crimes and a complete 
wiping of the Anglo-Russian slate. 
Although the Note begins with the blunt 
statement that His Majesty’s Government 
recognises the Soviets as the de jure 
Government of those territories which 
accept their authority, it proceeds to 
enumerate certain essential conditions. 
Recognition involves the automatic 
validity of all treaties which existed 
between the two nations before relations 
were severed, and, therefore, Mr. Mac- 
donald insists that “definite, practical 
agreements " must be concluded to ensure 
the observance of these treaties by the 
Bolsheviks. Furthermore, a settlement of 
claims by the nationals of one Govern- 
ment against the other must be made; 
Russian credit must be re-established, 
and all propaganda against Britain 
must cease. Mr. Macdonald invites the 
Russians to send representatives to 
London, as soon as may be, armed with 
powers to negotiate a “complete treaty.” 
In the meanwhile Mr. Hodgson has been 
appointed Chargé d’Affaires at Moscow, 
and the British Government is ready to 
welcome an official of like status at the 
Court of St. James. 

With the safeguards upon which Mr. 
Macdonald apparently intends to insist, 
recognition of Soviet Russia may be free 
from danger. It will be valuable, as we 
think, in two ways. In the first place, it 
will encourage Anglo-Russian trade and 
thus help to alleviate British unemploy- 
ment. In 1913 Britain’ imported from 
Russia goods to the total value of 
£40,275,000, while her exports to Russia 
amounted in all to slightly more than 
£18;000,000. Clearly, the revival of this |

export of British machinery, would be an i 


excellent thing or both nations. In the 
second place, tecognition by the British 
Government is likely to help Russia to 
find herself. An outcast is notoriously 
slow to repent, and the Russians’ spirit 
of sheer perversity may have been 
encouraged by their banishment from 
decent intercourse. Bolshevism in time 
will die a natural death, but its end 
is likely to be hastened by the creation of 
a sense of international responsibility 
among Russia’s rulers. The mere dis- 
cipline of normal relations with a great 
Power may act as a curb upon the wild 
spirits of the Kremlin, and contact with 
civilisation may cleanse the soul of 
contact with soap and 
the human body. At 
any rate, although we confess that 
we still have certain misgivings, the 
experiment is worth a trial, The touch- 
stone of Moscow's sincerity will be the 
problem of pre-Revolution debts. If Mr. 
Macdonald can persuade the Bolsheviks 
to admit their responsibility for these 
obligations not only to Britain, but also to 
France, his act of faith in Soviet Russia 
will be justified. 


Russia as 
water cleanses 
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Law and Trade. 


As the Courts of Justice Bill gets nearer 
to the Statute-book anxiety increases con- 
cerning its effects on the country's trade 
and commerce. The Bill’s authors have 
been eloquent in Dail and Senate, but 
they have not proved th:t it will give 
th people cheaper and better law. The 
letter which we publish to-day from the 
Dublin drapery trade expresses misgivings 
that are common to the whole mercantile 
community, It deals with a feature of the 
Bill which was not changed in the Dail, 
but has yet to be ratified, modified or 
rejected by the Senate. The jurisdiction 
of the County Courts in commercial cases 
was limited to £50. In the new Circuit 
Courts this limit is extended to £300, and 
the actions must be heard in the district 
where the debtor resides. Under the old 
system the recovery of considerable debts 
was effected surely and promptly ; but the 
new system will have serious disadvan- 
tages from the creditor's point of view. 
In the first place, local juries are likely 
to be prejudiced in favour of defendants 
who will be their neighbours and, perhaps, 
their friends. In the next place, as this 
letter points out, the new law certainly. 
will not be cheaper for traders in Dublin 
and other cities. Members of their staffs 
will be forced to travel long distances 
for the purpose of proving debts in 
country courts; and this will be a real 
hardship in the case of wholesale houses 
which have a large provincial trade. The 
Bill provides an appeal from the verdicts 
of Circuit Courts; but tardy justice is 
not enough for business men—they want 
quick justice and cheap justice. These 
things are conditions of -prosperity in 
trade, and, if they are lacking, the whole 
community will suffer. When the re- 
covery of debts becomes expensive and 
uncertain, credit must fail, and credit is 
the vital essence of a nation’s welfare. 
Moreover, the additional cost of jaw under 
the new Bill will be passed along, by a 
too familiar process, to the trader's clients 
and will increase the cost of living. We 
hope that the Senate, which is now en- 
gaged on the Courts of Justice Bill, will 
give to these arguments the full weight 
that they deserve. An ounce of fact is 
worth a pound ef theory, and, where 
business is concerned, lawyers and 
politicians ought to respect the business 
men’s views, which, if they. are inspired 
frankly by self-interest, are based on 
knowledge and experience. We hope, too, 
that. if the Senate decides to amend the 
Bill in accordance with the trading 
public's criticism, the Government and 
the Dail will consider the amendments 
strictly on their merits. Some Ministers, 
we fear, are disposed to regard all 
criticism as political, and to resent inde- 
pendence in the Senate as a sort of reflec. 
tion on their own prestige. They ought 
to get rid of this tendency before it 
becomes a habit. There is not a tittle 
of politics in the fear with which the 
Dublin Chamber of Commerce regards the 
Government's railway plans or in the 
drapers’ distrust of a particular aspect of 
the Courts of Justice Bill. The apprehen- 
sions of both are thoroughly honest and, 
as we believe, thoroughly sound.

Hope for Lepers. 


At last medical science has a message of 
hope for one of the most forlorn classes 
of human sufferers. A treatment for 
leprosy, that promises good results, has 
been discovered by Sir Leonard Rogers, 
late of the Indian Medical Service and 
now a physician and lecturer at the 
London School of Tropical Medicine. At 
a meeting on Thursday in support of 
the British Empire Leprosy Relief 
Association he gave a brief account of 
his discovery. .It is based on the old 
Indian remedy, chgulmoogra oil. From 
this oil Sir Leonard Rogers has evolved 
& preparation which, when introduced 
in the veins, attacks the bacillus and 
tends to destroy the danger of infection. 
Experiments in America have produced a 
slightly different remedy, derived from 
the same oil. In the Philippines trials 
in some four thousand cases showed that 
fifty-six per cent. improved, and in a 
further thirty-six per cent. of cases the 
disease was arrested. When injection was 
continued for more than twelve months 
ninety-three per cent. showed definite im- 
provement and a number were actually 
cured, Sir Leonard Rogers is hopeful also 
that researches connected with leprosy may 
reveal a cure for tuberculosis. A quarter 
of a million pounds is required for the 
campaign against leprosy in the British 
Empire, and contributions have been re- 
ceived from the King and from the Prince 
of Wales, who is a patron of the Relief 
Association. The urgent need is proved 
by the fact that there are three hundred 
thousand lepers in the Empire, principally 
in the East, In India the disease has 
spread through concealment, since patients 
have been reluctant to go to leper settle- 
ments, The present policy is based on 
segregation, and the hope of cure has 
begun to encourage the notification of the 
disease. Funds are lacking, and earnest 
appeals were made at the meeting by 
Viscount Chelmsford, Chairman of the 
Association, and by the Duke of Devon- 
shire. No appeal could be more. worthy 
of public support. Help for the lepers is 
a duty rather than a charity.

Motor trans- | 
port has become a condition of the life 
of civilised communities and this advance 
cannot fail to react on all classes. The 
blow is lightened, however, by, the fact 
that it was net unexpected. The change 
was foreshadowed some time ago, but was 
held in abeyance by the British railway 
strike, As from to-day all leading brands 
of motor spirit will cost 1s, 11d. per 
gallon for No. 1 quality and 1s, 9d. for 
No. 5 in England and Wales, and 2s. 1d. 
5 in Ire- 
land. The price is the same for the Free 
State and for Northern Ireland. The effect 
on motorists in the Free State will be 
aggravated by the existing burden of the 
duty on imported cars, and the new 
charges will increase the difficulties which 
confront our reviving trade. Perhaps, the 
recent decision of the British Government 
to retain its Anglo-Persian oil shares may 
have some connection with the change in 
the price of spirit. Oil shares always have 
cast a curious spell upon speculators, and 
in the United States “oil kings”’ repre- 
sent a large percentage of the millionaire 
class. The petro] market is controlled 
largely by vast ‘‘ combines,’ and the retail 
purchaser lacks the protection that wider 
competition would afford.

TRADERS’ STRONG CRITICISM. 

TO THE LDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sine, he Council of my Association, repre- 
senting the wholesale and retail drapery 
has had under consideration 
provisions of the Courts of Justice Bill 
which is now before the Seanad, and I am to 
say that they, as traders giving credit 
throughout the country, protest most strongly 
against the proposed system of decentralisa- 
tion, which nobody except the Government 
appears to desire. In a letter of this descrip 
tion it would he impracticable to go into de 
tails, but the broad effect of the bill upon the 
trade and commerce of the country will be | 
most injurious, inasmuch as actions for the 
recovery of debts not exceeding £500 must be | 
taken inthe district where the debtor resides, 
nvolving very great expense and loss of time 
upon the creditor. 

Under the existing system a creditor is 
afforded the opportunity of proving his debt 
and geeting judgment for the amount claimed 
without having to go to the country for the 
purpose; but under the new system every 
facility is given to the debtor to delay pro- 
ceedings by filing affidavits and compelling 
the creditor to attend small towns in distant 
parts of the country. As the party proving 
the debt must have been in charge of the par- 
it will in many cases mean 
that the accountant of a house will spend 
most of his time touring the country. It will 
even mean that several senior clerks will at 
times be away in the corntry at the same 
time. I understand that the Government 
claim that the administration of the law 
under this new Act will be an economy on 
the past, but my Council have not heard of 
anybody outside the Government who is of 
this opinion, What they do know is that 
the expense of the trader who has to ayail 
himself of the law to collect his just debts 
will be vastly greater. 

Do the public realise that all this greatly 
increased cost will eventually have to be 
borne by them and in the price of the goods 
they buy? All this will tend seriously to 
restrict the giving of credit, with a consequent 
restriction of trade, and [I would urge all 
traders to bring pressure to bear on the 
members of both Houses to prevent this bill 
in its present form from becoming law.

Werner Hachelles, a voung student, son of a 
well-known German naval officer, has been the 

tim of a “criminal hypnetisem expert,” who 
has not only blinded him for two months, and 
brought him to the verge of insanity, but has 
exploited his condition in order to extort 
money from his family. 

The “‘expert,’’ Dr. Bringer, has been ar- 
rested by the police, who found a mass of 

ypromising documents dealing with former

It appears that Hachelles was noticed by 
another hypnotic expert in church, who was 
struck by the fact that the young man’s eyes 
looked exactly like those of one in a hypnotic 
trance.

WASHINGTON, Friday. 

The movement in the United States Senate 
to force President Coolidge to ask for the 
resignations of the Attorney-General, Mr. 
Daugherty, and the Secretary of the Navy, 
Mr. Denby, is growing as a result of the 
continued disclosures in the Teapot Dome oil 
scandals. . 

President Coolidge summoned Senators 
Robinson and Walsh to a White House con- 
ference regarding the resolutions they are 
sponsoring for the dismissal of the two 
Cabinet officials mentioned, but they did not 
swerve from their purpose, 

The Secretary of State, Mr. Hughes, Mr. 
Hoover, and Mr. Wéeks have all issued state- 
menis denying that the Harding Cabinet ever 
considered the oil leases or dhivaaeed their 
legality, notwithstanding the fact that ex- 
Secretary Fall insisted that the Cabinet had 
approved of the negotiations regarding the 
Sinclair and Doheny interests. 

The Senate Committee has now issued

H. Hibbs and Co., brokers; of Washington. 
It is intimated that the Committee expects 
to inquire into the Sinclair Qi) Corporation 
market manipulations, through which over 
thirty million dollars is said to have been 
cleaned ap.”

CHARGES AGAINST EX. 
PREMIER. 


ST. JOHN’S, NEWFOUNDLAND, 
Friday. 

After testimony lasting a month, the Crown 
case, before Mr. Thomas Hollis Walker, K.C., 
who is presiding over the Royal Commission 
investigating certain alleged scandals in con- 
nection with the former Squires Government, 
was completed yesterday. Two charges are 
presented against Sir Richard Squires, the ex- 
Prime Minister—the first, that 22.000 dollars, 
the moneys of the Liquor Control Department. 
were paid into his account in the Bank of 
Nova Scotia at St. John’s, instead of into the 
Treasury ; and the second, that 46,000 dollars, 
the moneys of the British Empire Stee] Com- 
pany, were likewise paid into his account at a 
time when negotiations were proceeding 
between the company and the Government for 
the renewal of the company’s ore royalty con- 
tract. 

All the payments, it is stated, were made 
while the ex-Premier himself was absent from 
the Colony, and were arranged through his 
private secretary, Miss Jean Miller, 

The ex-Premier will give evidence on the 
second charge on Monday.—(Reuter.)

ANNIVERSARY OATH OF 

ALLEGIANCE. 


ROME, Friday. 

The occasion óf the anniversary of the 
foundation of the National Militia passed cff 
to-day with impressive ceremony. Following 
speeches by Signor Mussolini and General 
Balbo, a visit was made to the tomb of the 
“ Unknown Soldier,”’ after which the Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Militia went to the 
Quirinal to pay homage to the King. 

In the course of his speech, in the presence 
of a full muster of officers from the 180 
legions of the ‘* Black Shirts,’ General Balbo 
passed in review the history of the organisa- 
tion, mentioned the work verformed in assist- 
ing the Goverpment, cal'e] upon the officers 
to redouble their efforts to ensure efficiency 
and discipline, and concluded by asking all 
present if they were ready, if neéd were, to 
die for their country and for Mussolini. 

This question was greeted with a thunderous 
chorus of assent. | 

Signor Mussolini, in replying, addressed a 
respectful greeting to the King. He re- 
affirmed that the character of the Militia 
was national, and not partisan, and, having 
touched on various problems of organisation, 
expressed his admiration for, and confidence 
in, its work. 

The Premier’s speech was followed by an 
oath of obedience, which was taken by all 
present.— (Reuter. )

LONDON, Friday. 

The Nizam of Hyderabad, greatest of the 
feudatory Princes of India, and styled *‘Faith- 
ful Ally of the British Government,” by 
reason of the traditional attitude of his house 
on occasions of Imperial peril, is claiming the 
surrender by the British Administration of 
the Province of Berar. 

Berar is nearly 18,000 square miles in 
extent, greater than Denmark or Switzerland, 
and has a population of about 5,000,000. It 
is at present ruled.by the Central Provinces 
Government. 

Hyderabad has never suffered conquest by 
the British, and its sovereignty over Berar 
was confirmed .by Wellesley’s victories of 
Assaye and Argaon in 1803. But Berar was 
for long ‘‘ assigned “” to the British or ** held 
in trust ” by them to meet certain obligations 
of-the Hyderabad Government, and cover 
the cost of the so-called Hyderabad Con- 
tingent. In 1902 the late Nizam, on the 
initiative of, and in a private interview with, 
Lord Curzon, .then the Viceroy, was induced 
to lease the Province to the British per- 
manently under certain conditions. The 
claim now submitted by his son is that un- 
due pressure was brought to bear upon him. 

In his formal statement of claim, the Nizam 
says that his father, with his Council, em- 
phatically opposed the perpetual lease idea, 
and that letter was drafted which was to 
be presented to Lord Curzon at the inter- 
view, The letter, which is reproduced, beqs 
the Viceroy to support an appeal to the 
King-Emperor “to restore Berar as a special 
mark of gracious favour.”” But the letter 
was never presented. 

“ ASSERTIVE ' VICEROY. 

Lord ‘Curzon, we are told, ‘‘ disclosed the 
assertive side of his authority as Viceroy,’’ 
and the Nizam, who was not permitted the 
assistance of his Prime Mimister or any. other 
high officer of State, “‘was definitely and 
emphatically given to understand, contrary to 
past solemn assurances and Treaty obligations, 
that by no manner of means and under no 
circumstances would the British Government 
then, or at any future time, restore the Pro- 
vince of Berar to its legitimate owner.” The 
Nizam accordingly ‘‘ accepted’’ the proposed 
lease in perpetuity. 

The present Nizam now questions the 
validity of the settlement, and asks for the 
restoration of the Province as an act of 
equity. The issue, he says, ‘involves the 
good faith of the British Government.” and 
he cites the case of the State of Mysore, which 
was restored to Indian rule in 1881. Should 
the Province be restored he offers to confer 
on the Beraris responsible government, with 
absolute — control of their , internal 
affairs and complete autonomy in administra- 
tion, except in matters relating to the British 
Government and the Hyderabad Army. 

The Nizam’s splendid loyalty during the 
war is a matter of history. The manifesto 
issued by him when Turkey entered the con- 
flict had a most valuable effect in steadying 
Mohammedan opinion throughout India, and 
throughout the war he maintained in the field 
the Imperial Service Lancers and the 20th 
Deccan Horse at a cost of more than 
£1,000,000. 
HINDOO POPULATION. 

In official quarters comment on the Nizam’s 
claim is regarded as sub judice, as his petition 
to the Viceroy is being considered by the 
If, however, the latter 
arrive at the ‘conclusion that a prima facie 
case has been made out for the re-opening of 
the whole case, this will be done. The people 
of the Berar provinces, who have been under 
British administration for 71 years, are 
Hindoos, and it is interesting to note that 
the Swaraj (Home Rule) Party has a very 
strong hold in the province.

“WHOLE COUNTRY STUNNED.” 
From THE Press ÁSSOCIATION SPECIAL 
CORRESPONDENT, 

WASHINGTON, Friday. 

The whole country is stunned by the news 
that ex-President Wilson is lying at death’s 
door, and the patient's hour-to-hour condition 
is the sole topic of conversation everywhere. 

The disturbed state of Mr. Wilson's 
digestive organs were first noticeable on Mon- 
day. The trouble did not seem serious at 
first, but it has so racked his: feeble frame 
that he lies clinging to life by a slender 
thread, which, according to the physicians, 
‘‘ may snap at any moment.” 

To-day he slept intermittently, while the 
doctors watched.’ Many rumours of his 
death have been in circulation, and once the 
flags at the Government buildings were half- 
masted by mistake. 

Rear-Admiral Grayson, the ex-President’s 
personal physician, fearful of the patient's 
ability to withstand the attack, called other 
physicians in for consultations, but there was 
little to be done, except to make the patient 
comfortable. No opiates, but some stimu- 
lants have been used. 

Mr. Wilson has maintained a plucky atti- 
inde throughout. He told the physician that 
it is better that he should go than remain a 
hopeless invalid. 

Mrs. Wilson is at the bedside constantly, 
and is bearing up bravely. Others of the 
ex-President’s immediate relatives. including 
his daughters—Miss Margaret Wilson, of 
New York, and Mrs. McAdoo, of California— 
have been summoned. 

The malady is believed to have originated 
as the result of some indicreet choice of food. 

Rear-Admiral Grayson, who was summoned 
from a hunting trip, found Mr. Wilson up 
and about in his room looking after his cor- 
respondence. and ordered him to bed imme- 
diately. Further stomach “upsets’’ con- 
tinued, accompanied by violent bleeding of 
the nose, which weakened the ex-President 
greatly. 

On Wednesday night he became worse, and 
last night collapsed. If Mr. Wilson lives 
until to-night there will be another con- 
sultation with his physicians.

The Prince of Wales and the Prime Minister 
attended the Pilgrims’ dinner at the Hotel 
Victoria, London, last evening, in honour of 
the Hon. Frank B. Kellogg, the American 
Ambassador to England, and Sir Esme 
Howard, the new British Ambassador to 
Washington. Lord Desborough presided. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald proposed the toast, 
“The American Ambassador.’ ‘here were, 
he said, some Ambassadors who were going 
to give him trouble, but the visit of Mr. 
Kellogg to the Foreign Office would always 
fill hig heart with joy. The relations between 
the United States and (Great Britain were 
never better than they were to-day, and he 
prayed to God that they would long continue 
in that happy condition. 

PILGRIMAGE OF GRACE, 

The American nation began its histery with 
a pilgrimage of grace and freedom. Since 
those long past days the mind of man. had 
made many conquests and discoveries, but it 
had not yet discovered how to be neighbourly. 
The whole of civilisation consisted in reason- 
ableness, in fair play, in kindly consideration 
for one another, and in taking the quarrels 
of individuals away from their own arbitra- 
ment, and placing them under the custody 
of disinterested parties, 

“We want noalliance ; we want no documents 
—America and ourselves are in the position 
of two peoples that in spirit, by reason of 
those great moral and spiritual forces that are 
demeaned aud narrowed by being written 
down ou paper, are prepared to stand side 
by side, not in political alliance, but in 
human fellowship, to help each other.” 
(Cheers.) 

‘We have had our quarrels,’’ the Prime 
Minister added, '“as all happy families have 
had. We have disagreed, as all friends have 
disagreed, but when any great human cause 
has come before us, in the natural fitness of 
things, we have looked into our hearts, and, 
hidden right away in their innermost re- 
cesses,,we have discovered a very shy, but a 
very faithful, frieidship for each other. 


((Cheers.) 
WORK TOGETHER. 

So far as [ am concerned, so far as my 
friend, His Excellency, is concerned, I em 
sure we will work together privately and 
quietiy, publicly and officially, as man to man, 
friend to friend, Ambassador to Foreign Sec- 
retary, never forgetting that beautiful, in- 
tangible, but, nevertheless, endurinz rela. 
tionship of goodwill. It shall be guarded by 
us, protected by us, nourished and cherished 
by us.” (Cheers.) 

An Ambassador, Mr. Macdonald continued, 
has been defined as ‘‘an honest man sent to 
lie abroad for the good of his country.” 
(Laughter.) The American Ambassador would 
be abroad in one sense of the term, but not 
in the other. The relation that existed be- 
tween the two countries made that exercise of 
the elastic conscience quite unnecessary in his 
case. Asa medium of communication. an Am- 
bassador performed a most wonderful function. 
Foreign Secretaries were human, Ambassadors 
were divine. They belonged to the category 
of man which was most magnificently and 
worthily represented in the person of His 
Royal Highness. (Loud and prolonged cheers.) 
Another task of the Ambassador was that. 
a human being, he must typify his nation, 
and in that respect he believed that His 
Excellency would worthily attain to the high 
standard set by his predecessors. 

He believed that Sir Esme Howard, who 
was going to Washington as Britain's repre- 
sentative would have as easy a task as that 
which Mr. Kellogg would have here. In 
their difficulties both would be upheld and 
sustained by the thought that they repre- 


‘sented two great peopies, who, when tried 


and tested, would always put divine and 

human ends before material and narrow 
(Cheers. )

One of the greatest services 
that the United States and the British Empire 
could perform for the world was to set 
examples of fair, broad-minded statesmanship 
in international dealings, to maintain the 
sacredness and inviolability of treaties; -to 
deal with all nations, great and small, in 
a spirit of fairness and tolerance; to keep 
their own houses in order, and to maintain 
in their purity the fundamental principles on 
which their Governments were founded. 
(Cheers. ) 

He personally favoured the codification of 
international law, the decision of justiciable 
questions arising between nations under 
treaties and international law by arbitration 
or by some international court of justice, 
and the limitation of armament and land 
forces. 

“It will be my policy,” .he said, “while 
upholding to the best of my ability the 
honour and the right of my Government, 
to do everything possible to maintain the 
closest. and most friendly relations with His 
Majesty’s Government and the English 
people. There should be no question arising 
between the two great English-speaking 
peopts which they could not settle by arbi- 
tration or diplomacy. That had been very 
largely the opinion of British Governments in 
the past, and he believed it to be the opinion 
and aspiration of the British Government 
now in office. 

He had the most complete confidence that 
the British and American peoples would be 
a powerful instrument in the practical heal- 
ing of, and restoration of, good-will to a 
badly-battered world. (Cheers.)

The question of a temporary place of 
accommodation for the Oireachtas has now 
been referred to a Joint Committee represent- 
ing both Houses. The Senate representatives 
on the Committee are Lord Glenavy, the 
Right Hon. Andrew Jameson, Mr. Michael 
O'Dea, Mr. J, T. O'Farrell, and Mrs. Wyse 
Power, The Dail will be represented by Mr. 
D. J. Gorey, Mr. T. Nagle, Major Bryan 
Cooper, Professor W. Magennis, and Mr. 
Peter Hughes.

The Government's proposal was to arrange 
to occupy the Royal Hospital, Kilmainham, 
temporartly—until about ten years hence was 
the period in mind—and to allow a Joint 
Committee time to. report as to a suitable 
permanent home, The Dail was not ready to 
agree to the proposal, and preferred to have 
the question of temporary accommodation 
considered by a Joint Committee. 

It is recognised by all parties that the 
Royal Dublin Society ought to have its 
Leinster House properly restored to it in full 
as soon as possible, and that the public in- 
terest in access to the National Library, the 
National Museum, the National Gallery of 
Art, and Leinster Lawn ought also to be 
considered. 

In the meantime, the subject of temporary 
and permanent homes for ‘tlie Oireachats is a 
standing topic of discussion. The /J/rish 
Statesman, in the current issue, says :—‘‘ The 
ancient Parliament House in College Green is 
a noble building worthy to be the home of 
the Oireachtas. But if its immediate 
acquisition involves an expense impossible at 
the present, it is better to have a temporary 
housing at Kilmaimham, and the sum neces- 
sary to fit it up for that purpose is trifling; 
and those who speak about an expense of 
forty-five thousand pounds as an extravagance 
ought to be managers of a huckster’s shop 
rather than deputies. It will, we hope, be 
possible in a couple of years to have some 
confidence in the expansion of Irish trade and 
revenue, and Ministers and deputies may face 
the problem of a permanent abode with an 
entirely different conscionsnes: of what is 
fitting and possible. 

“It may be that there are inconveniences 
involved by the use of the building in College 
Green, and it might be decided to dignify the 
city by the erection of a new home for the 
Oireachtas on some site, perhaps by the 
river where the Four Courts are now a 
ruin....

that the re-occupation of the old Parliament

The Times in a leading article says :— 
Public memory js short, and the article which 
we published yesterday from our Dublin 
Correspondent should serve a usefal purpose 
in recalling the circumstances in which an 
Irish Boundary Conference is meeting at this 
moment in London. The Anglo-Irieh Treaty 
of 1921 made only a temporary settlement of 
the boundary line between Northern Ireland 
and the Free State, Article Twelve of the 
Treaty provided for the appointment of a 
Commission to determine the boundary ''in 
accordance with the wishes of the inhabitants 
so far as may be compatible with economic 
and geographic conditions."’ There were to 
be three Commissioners, one to be appointed 
by the Free State, one by Northern Ireland, 
and a Chairman by the British Government. 
rhe spokesmen of Northern Ireland at once 
teok the line that Article Twelve was 
not assed with their consent or after 
consu!tation with them, ‘and that, 
therefore, they were not bound by its 
provisions. They accepted the Government 
of Ireland Act, 1920, which Southern Ireland 
rejected, and they had no intentio 1 of appoint 
a Commissioner under a Treaty of which thev 
did not approve. Their point of view in 
stating this nolumwe episcopart was in 
telligible, but not strictly lovical. for Ulster 
owes its present Constitution to the Treaty. 

Later, however, preliminary meetings and 
conferences were held with some hopes of 
success until the civil war called halt. Thus 
when the Coalition Government died the 
matter was left in the air. The late Con 
servative Government accepted this legacy 
with many others of doubtful value from its 
predecessor, and took the very sensible step 
of issuing invitations to a Joint Conference to 
discuss the position. Both sides accerted the 
proposal, but before the matter ‘could be 
taken any further the Government fell. On 
Tuesday the Colonial Office suddenly an- 
nounced that the meeting 
would be held yesterday. 
one of the earliest decisions of the new 
Labour Government had been to accep 
damnosa he reditas instead of renouncing 
postponing probate. | 

Such are the origins of the Conference 
which met for a preliminary discussion yester- 
day. An obvious comment is to question the 
wisdom of “‘ starting this hare ” at this par 
ticular moment. Ireland is apparel! tly setting 
down as the two Governments find their feet 
Both have before them problems and difii 
culties suflicient to tax all the statesmanship 
they can command. Why not let the 
boundary question wait until cireumstances 
make its settlement inevitable’ The answer 
of the Government is. presumably, that the 
present boundary is clearly, to all who know 
the country, impermanent.

POLICE PROTECTION. 


BELFAST CITY HALL 
GUARDED, 


RELIEF OF UNEMPLOYED. 


In anticipation of a demonstration by the 
unemployed, all the approaches to the Belfast 
City Hall were guarded by police yesterday, 
when the monthly meeting of the City Council 
was held By the instructions of the Lord 
Mayor, the public galleries in the Council 
Chamber were closed.

A plea had been put forward in Belfast 
that that city should. imitate the action of 
certain English municipalities in extending 
yutdoor relief to uneinployment: Those who 
talked lightly about such a proposal must 
surely be exercised by the fact that, as a 
result of that policy across the water, some 
local authorities were now financially in a 
deplorable condition. If it were adopted in 
Belfast it would have two consequences :— 

‘1) The tremendous difficulties of their 
already hardiy pressed productive industries 
would be so burdeved that many firms would 
find themselves almost certainly driven out 
of business. 

(2) The financial position of the Corpora 
tion would be prejudiced to such an extent 
as to make it impossible to carry on the 
large schemes for the relief of unemployment 
which had had an important Ad “thrá in 
ameliorating the present difficult position. 

He thought that the members of the Cor- 
poration would agree with him thatithe best 
solution of the problem would be to find work 
for the unemployed. In spite of the fact that 
the Corporation had either in course of being 
finished or contemplated uinety-two schemes 
costing the ratepayers of the city about one 
and « half millions, he was satisfied that 
every commmittee of the Corporation would 
try to find other, schemes and otier relief 
work to absorb some of those who desired to 
work, 


LABOUR’S CLAIM.

matter, and to leave it entirely to the 
Ministry That would be a peculiar atti- 
tude for the Corporation to take up. The 
present agitation was not really for the 
destitute or for those who had not yet got 
unemployment benefit, It was an agitation 
that unemployment benefit was rt nearly 
Leufficient, and ought to be ‘upplemented. 
That was a very different thing. 

It would be better to give the Guardians 
power to deal with the absolutely destitute, 
and afterwards, if they wished, press for an 
increase of the unemployment benefit. 

" The amendment was defeated by 29 votes to 
14, and the minutes of the Finance Committee 
were adopted.

JURY AND EXCESSIVE SPEED OF 


ARMY CARS. 


At the Dublin Morgue yesterday, Dr. 
Oswald J. Murphy held an inquiry into the 
death of William Walsh, aged seven, of 14 
Richmond place, who was knocked down by a 
military lorry in South Richmond street on 
Wednesd:y afternoon. 

Witnesses stated that as a tram was passing 
the. boy ran out on to the road. His view of 
the motor car, which was coming from the 
direction of Partchel'o Bridge, was obstructed 
by the tramcar, and the motor struck him. 
The motor was proceeding rather quickly, and 
no horn was heard. 

William Reid, National soldier, said that 
the horn was sounded be‘ore Lennox street 
was reached. The !orry passed the tramcear 
at the narrowest portion of the street. The 
child was strack hv the car despite the efforts 
made by the driver to swerve aside. In the 
—— opinion the accident was unavoid- 
able, 

Replying to Mr. “'eeson. who represented 
the next-of-kin, the witness gave the speed of 
the car as twelve miles per hour. According 
to military regulations that was the speed in 
ithe city, subject, of course, to special cireum- 
stances. The horn was on!v sounded once. 

A police witness said thet he considered 
that twelve miles an hour at the place in 
question was a reasonable speed. There was 
no. special privilege attaching to military 
vehicles in the matter of speed, and the mili- 
tary were amenab'e to the ordinary civi] law 
dealing with street traffic. 

Medical evidence was to the effect that when 
udmitted to the Meath Hospital the boy was 
suffering from compression of the brain, frac- 
ture of the left leg and extensive skin 
abrasions. Death. was due to shock and 
hemorrhage following the injuries. 

A verdict of accidental death was returned, 

and the driver was exonerated. 
_ In stating the verdict, the foreman of the 
jury seid that it was their opinion that some 
yestriction should be put upon the speed of 
military vehicles. He commented on the way 
in which military cars ‘‘ dashed throagh the 
streets, ' and ob:erved, furthermore, that the 
police did not seem to heed them.

WORK OF COOMBE HOSPITAL 
LINEN GUILD. 


At the Coombe Hospital, Dublin, vesterday, 
the Governor-General presided at the annual 
meeting of the Linen Guild attached to the 
hospital. 

The report, which was taken as read, stated 
that on the whole the year’s work might be 
regarded as satisfactory. There was a slight 


falling off in the amount subscribed, but the | 


number of members had been well maintained. 
A change was made last year in part of the 
Guild’s work, with the result that now all the 
heavier sewing is done on the premises, and 
only the small parcels are sent out. By this 
arrangement a great saving of time, material, 
and cost of carriage is effected. 

The report went on to state that the need 
for help was now greater than ever. “ Owing 
to this winter’s unemploy: :ent a great deal of 
distress prevails, and whcn it is realised that 
831 babies were born in the Coombe Hospital! 
last year, and 1,631 in the district, attended 
by the Coombe staff, it will be seen how 
very short the supply of clothing falls.” 

In opening the meeting, the Governor- 
General congratulated the Guild on the great 
work it was doing. In 1923 their total funds 
only amounted to £108 14s. 3d., yet out of 
their slender resources the . Guil clothed 
something like 2,500 children. He did not 
think that there was in any country any in- 
stitution that could show a record of charity

The inquest on Mr. George William 
Cooper, whose body was dug up yesterday 
from beneath the floor at a house at Brisling.

William Cooper (ó7), were charged before the 
magistrates at Keynsham vesterday with the 
murder of George William Cooper (<9), 
husband of the female prisoner, and were re- 
manded until February 8. When . the 
prisoners entered the court thé woman was 
crying, and said, ' Have mercy on me.” The 
son said, “' You shut up,” and placed his 
hand on her shoulder. 
. Police Sergeant Canter gave evidence that 
in consequence of a statement made by the 
wale accused at 10.30 on Oth January at 
Montrose avenue, Brislington, he charged him 
on suspicion with the murder of his father 
with malice aforethought The accused 
said ‘There was no aforethought."” At the 
same time the- witness charged Mra Cooper 
with being an accessory after the fact. She 
replied: ' No, sir. I know it. I knew what 
it was for.” The witness took them to the 
police station. 

Superintendent Ford said that the male 
prisoner when charged said: “I should like te 


say that it was not by malice aforethought. 


I did it partly in my own defence, because 
my father, | believe, would have killed me.” 
The woman made no reply, except to say: “I 
can only say the truth.’’ 

As the prisoners were being removed, Mrs. 
Cooper began to cry, and said to her son: 
‘Have I got to leave you; let me share it. 
It is my fault.” Her son said: “ Don’t 
cry.

The story 
ends thus: ' As Sarah Ann crossed the 
threshold of Dannvrefail, and as she set her 
foot on the flagstone on which Sadrach the 
Small is said to have been born, the door of 
the parlour was opened, and a lunatic em- 
braced her.” 

The attitude maintained to women through- 
out is this : Sin came into the world by a 
woman; they are despised and treated with 
intense cruelty as righteous retribution for 
this. They share none of the poetry or beauty 
of life—they are accursed. The attitude is 
Biblical throughout.

Gradually, a distinct dialect grew up in Ire- 
land, no difficult matter at a time when com- 
munication was a problem, Celtic still sur- 
vives in the Highlands and the Hebrides. 
This branch closely resembles modern Irish. 
Welsh and Breton likewise derive from Celtic 
and resemble each other somewhat. They are 
as remote from modern Irish as German is 
from English. Manx, to-day almost as dead 
as the Cornish dialect, which survived till 
the advent of the Wesleys, is nearer to Irish 
when written—nearer, perhaps, even than 
Scotch. A strange survival is found in some 
of the West India islands, where creole folk, 
descended from slaves transported thither in 
Cromwell's days, speak a dialect containing 
meny Irish words. An account of these 
people appears in an American novel, 
“ Geoghegan’s Kid.”’

This distance has now been considerably in- 
creased, The City of San Francisco now has 
‘ts electrical demands supplied from the 
Sierras. over 140 miles away—say, the distance 
from Dublin to Dungarvan or to the Giant's 
Causeway. 

A recent extension from Niagara to Hamil- 
ton, Ontario brought the distance up to 3567 
miles, and now a scheme is in hand by which 
the light and supply power to the mining 
districts of the Rand will be supplied from 
the Victoria Falls of the Zambesi, over 600 
miles away. Dublin is 334 miles distant from 
London. The Victoria Falls are twice as high 
as Niagara, and have two to three times the 
volume of water. It is certain that, in spite 
of the distance, power will be available at 
very low rates. — 

The uses to which electric power may be 
out are many and varied. On the land in 
Hamilton, Ontario, every part of the building, 
even the pig-sty, is lighted with electric light.

electrically. Houses are cleaned by electric- 
ally driven vacuum cleaners. They are 
heated in the winter by electric heaters, and 
in the summer they are cooled by means of 
electric fans.

Water is furnished by means of an 
electric driven motor, and another small 
motor drives a circular saw, and also turns 
a lathe or a grindstone when required. 

Special facilities are offered to dwellers on 
the land, and there is a law in force in Ontario 
which requires power companies, on the peti- 
tion of a minimum of twenty land-holders, 
to make the necessary connections, and to 
supply them, at very low rates, with current 
for light and power. " ‘ : 

All over Europe nations with sufficient 
hydraulic power are turning their attention 
to the electrification of their railway systems. 
In Italy, where, during the war, coal went up 
in price to £40 a ton, the question is bein 
thoroughly examined, and the. possibilities o

WRITER in a Belfast paper recently 


described the wonderful view from

watched the herds as a slave—and begged his 
readers to make it their New Year resolution 
to climb that. storied mountain. 

For most people. even a New Year's resolu- 
tion is not enough to make them see their own 
country. If the Government would contract, 
for an annual fee, to send a file of soldiers to 
root’ me out every Saturday afternoon, and 
march me out to the places I mean te see, 


perhaps I really would see them before | die. 


Every country is the same in the matter of 
neglecting the sights at hand. Every language 
but French ie heard in the Louvre ; the British 
Museum is full every day of American visi- 
tors; and for one Dubliner who has siood 
inside the Irish House of Lords, I doubt not 
that there are five provincial folk and fifty 
foreigners. 

Though we see people looking down from 
Nelson’s feet every day, Í never met a man 
who had climbed the Pillar. I have no am- 
bition to ascend that pinnacle myselt, tor | 
suppose that it would be but Arnold’s famous 
journey from one dismal and illiberal sight 
to another. Ruins cannot be much lovelier 
in a bird’s eye view. However, I think I 
have seen the historic sights of Dublin, save 
from that angle, conscientiously enough; un- 
like native Dubliners. Many people have 
lived in the city all their lives, yet never 
seen those splendid tapestries at College 
Green—five seconds from the trams—with 
their life-size and lifelike figures, woven so 
soon after the great events they portray, 
giving us authentic vision into the vital 
moment of our history. 

Across the road lies all the unpriceable 
wealth of lore stored in Trinity College, with 
the Book of Kells, that miracle of beauty 
and bane of modern Irish artists’ lives. 
Tragic romance haunts Saint Patrick's, and 
at night as we pass the ht windows we may 
wonder through which Swift saw the torches 
move when they buried Stella and his hap-

piness in one tomb. Do you know that 
Carolan’s monument is there?—the only 
memorial in Ireland of that beloved son-— 
Carolan, who should have been an Irish 
Chopin; Carolan, whose music is the very 
voice of the island, and whose harp all but 
healed the war-tormented races that loved 
him and wept his loss alike. 

Christchurch 1s our Westminster, though 
we do not treat it so. The erypt, with its 
monstrous Danish arches, is a fragment of a 
fac age.

OUR RULERS.

E sits in the Dail with his head rest- 
H ing on one hand, as though the 

burden of his thoughts were greater 
than he could bear, and he seldom is seen to 
smile. His face recalls some half-forgotten 
memory. There is a touch of Mussolim, 
though without Mussolini's pose. Mr. 
O'Higgins does not pose: it is not worth 
while. At last 1 realised where that 
sad, almost scornful, look was to be found. 
It is on Swift’s bust in St Patrick's 
Cathedral, and it betokens a spiritual kinship 
between the two men.

An instance of this may be found in his 
treatment of the question of the prisoners. 
He has incurred much hostile comment by 
describing one class of those interned as 
“mugs.” Other men in his place would 
have gilded the pill by referring to them 
as ‘‘ mistaken enthusiasts,”’ ‘‘men led astray 
by unscrupulous propaganda,” seeking a phrase 
Not so Mr. 
O'Higgins: he does not disarm by a phrase; 
To him

This stark, relentless realism, alike in words 
and in thought, is a formidable weapon in 


politics, and it is questionable whether Mr.

So far he has had to display courage, in- 
flexibility, and devotion to duty, and these 
qualities have been forthcoming in unstinted 
measure, The real test will come when he 
is called on for constructive work. At present 


he is an administrator rather than a law- 
giver, and the length, though not the clear- 
ness of his vision is still in doubt. But 1! 
freedom from illusion, directness of speech, 
and unswerving fortitude, are sufficient equip- 
ment for the task, he will not fail.

HE broadly comic or the farcical] is 
ia commonly given to the groundlings as 
their proper and especial dish, and is 
regarded often as beneath the pleasure of 
civilised and intellectual men. Why this 
thould be so is puzzling to know. Perhaps 
the notion of violence which is involved is 
repugnant to the super-civilisation of some 
ninds. Perhaps that repugnance is.a pose, 
which it is fashionable amongst moderns to 
nave. At any rate it exists, and it is widely- 
spread, But with a little self-examination 
and thought a case for the groundlings can 
be made. Nobody, at any rate, can doubt 
the sincerity of the enjoyment of men 
who laugh and weep’ with laughter 
grotesque or ludicrous nonsense. And 
one might suspect from the univer 
salit of such laughter, and from its 
absolute sincerity, that a significance might 
be found in it worthy of our study and re- 
spect. Whereas only too often the lofty 
attitude of the intellectual is suspect, and 

his disdain a narrow and visionless thing. 
Why does a man laugh when he sees the

solemn Senator come suddenly to earth 
through treading not wisely, but too well, 
upon the banana skin? Where is the 
laughter in the floured face of the circus 
It would be interesting to know; 
and the reason is very simple when it is 
found. Firstly, therefore, there are in all 
men certain desires and impulses to do 
things or to have things; and those impulses 
are deep-set: They are stifled and banned, 
however, by social usage and the economy of 
the age; and consequently they may not be 
fulfilled. So in their sum they breed at the 
back of the human mind a discontent with 
the frame of things, a longing, mayhap, for 
a scheme of life which is not so sorry as 
his. There are always in real life so many 
limits beyond which, except in dreams, one 
may not pass. Possibility, with its social 
and: its absolute meanings, baulks and 
bafiles human endeavour at every twist 
and turn. And so as Possibility is the 
final and hateful tyrant of this life, its 
opposite. Impossibility becomes the kindly 
and well beloved genius of the ideal. All 
ideal things are pervaded and coloured by it. 
Impossibility made possible is the ideal made 
real. And here we have the secret of our 
laughter. For logic is one of the greatest 
fetters that life must suffer; it is Possibility's 
mest unctuous and most exacting deputy; and 
we, the groundlings, are found to laugh most 
heartily and are delighted most intensely of 
all when we see logic routed and nonsense 
usurp its sway. 

Farce is, indeed, the sweetest cordial the 
idealist can taste, who is unconscious of his 
real need and aspiration. And others who 
are more aware of themselves and their soul's 
ills can find immense delight in the spectacle 
of turning the tables upon the iron logic of 
life. Some critics have accused Shakespeare of 
wanting taste for including in some of his 
mightiest and most solemn works scenes which 
are devoted to buffoonery of the most comic 
end the broadest type. They would cut the 
Porter out of “‘ Macheth’’: they would cut 
the Gobbos out of “The Merchant of 
Venice’’! But if Shakespeare despised the 
multitude and the groundlings in everything 
else, he cannot have despised them in their 
craving for the clown and the grotesque; for 
his enjoyment of his own comic creations is 
only too evident and real to anyone who 
studies them with care. Then there is always 
that huge Homeric din of laughter to remem- 
ber which burst out at the thought of the 
war amongst the gods. And how funny it 
was to think of Hephaistos getting slung by 
the heel out of Heaven by an angry and 
exasperated Zeus! There are good precedents 
for gigantic and violent laughter and for the 
cultivation of the absurd. Even the most 
supercilious and most sensitive have found in 
Grimaldis and Grocks a temporary oblivion 
of their cares.
